OF WAR TRAINING 


When a recruit receives his notice 
to take a medical examination to as- 
certain whether he is medically fit for 
military training, he must go before a 
doctor within 3 days for his examin- 
ation as the notice informs him. It 
would be wise for him to ask the doc- 
tor whether he has been placed in 
Category “A” for no one is being call- 
ed for service at present who is not 
placed in Category “A’’. If he is placed 
in Category “A” and desires postpone- 
ment of his training he must apply in 


writing to the Registrar of the War 
Services Board at Edmonton within 


8 days of the date, not the receipt of 
the notice, stating the reasons for his 
application within the specified time 
he can and must send in his appli- 
cation not later than the day he takes 
his medical examination. He need not 
and should not apply in person at the 
registrar’s office. His failure to make 
his appliiation as and within the time 
specified will probably result in his 
failure to secure a postponement, how- 
ever deserving he may be of such post-

RAIN 


It is a wonderful thing to see the 
prsiris provinces green from the foot- 
iills to Winnipeg. Of course, we 
shall have troubles, but they will be 
easier to bear than those which result 
from widespread drought. 

If we get fair rains this month and 
if frost does no extensive damage, a 
large wheat crop is assured. Harvest 
labour and storage space will be 
problems we shall have to meet 
somehow. 

We rarely offer advice to farmers, 
but will risk doing so now. Drought 
will come again just as surely as the 
sun will rise tomorrow morning. 
What a year this is to set aside 
some feed reserves—wild hay, tame 
hay and feed grains. True, there will 
be mighty little granary space avail- 
able for feed grains; but what about 
stacking? Surely every farmer pro- 
ducing livestock should have a good 
row of sheaf oats and barley stacks 
this fall, 

Stacking is almost a lost art, but 
it should be recovered. Only through 
skill and experience can a uniform 
row of attractive, symmetrical stacks 
be built. However, to preserve the 
sheaves, the most important con- 
sideration is keeping the stack high 
in the middle while building. If, 
after settling, the sheaves become 
horizontal or slightly down at the 
head ends, rain will work in and 
the grain may be ruined. So, while 
building, the middle must be kept 
high and then, after settling, all 
sheaves will slope slightly down 
towards the butts and the grain 


should remain in good shape for 
years. 
Don’t stack wet or damp sheaves,

Any person keeping honey 
bees may apply for registration as an 
industrial user of sugar. Applications 
stating the name and address of bee- 
keeper, the number of colonies of bees 
kept, and the amount of sugar required 
up to the end of September, should be 
made to the provincial Apiarist. In the 
province of Alberta, Mr. W. G. le 
Maistre, Terrace Buildings, Edmonton.

A. No. Hostesses and organizers | 
for social and charity functions, must 
provide sugar from their own rations 
or request their guests to bring their, 
own, unless such functions are spon-, 
sored by the Red Cross and provided | 
with sugar supplied by the Red Cross. 

Q.— Can sugar be obtained for can- 
teens serving the armed forces? 

A.— Yes. Restrictions as to the pur- 
chase of sugar do not apply to pur- 
chases by the Red Cross Society or 
for any canteen or mess situated with- 
in the limits of naval, military or air 
force camps, barracks or similar es- 
tablishments.

Farmers’ Wives to Sign Sugar 
Vouchers for Harvest Crews— 

For the farmer’s wife who is won- 
dering how to supply sugar for table 
use when gangs of hungry threshers 
or harvesters come to her home, it is 
arranged that she may purchase the 
needed supply by voucher. That means 
she, or someone autorized by her, will 
go to he regular retail store and sign 
a purchase voucher provided there for 
the sugar. On the voucher will be mark 
ed harvest workers or threshing crew, 
the number of men at her farm, and 
the length of time they will be there. 
The retailer will follow the usual pro- 
cedure of eccepting the woucher, and 
supplying the sugar she is entitled to, 
on the ration basis. 

Price Scale on Dairy Products and 
Meats is Set— 

Providing an incentive for 
production of butter solids the whole- 
sale price of butter solids has been 
set at 33 1-4 cents until October. Prints 
and rolls and unsalted creamery but- 
ter will be one cent higher. that is, 
34 1-4 cents wholesale. 

For beef, a sliding scale on best 
grade carcases wholesale has _ been 
fixed from 18 1-3 cents, on June 27, 
to 15 cents on November 30. A sliding 
scale has also been fixed for the price 
of the ’8 cuts of beef, wholesale, mov- 
ing down from the present time until 
November. 

Pork is also sold at basic period 
prices. Frozen lamb is now at the 
peak, 2 1-4 cents over the basec per- 
iod. But 1942 fresh lamb is exempt un- 
til August 16, when prices will come 
under the ceiling.

The present arrange- 
ment with the Wheat Board provides that a produe- 
er must deliver 750 bushels in order to qualify for 
carlot price. However, it is probable that the first 
quota will be five bushels to the acre and many farm- 
ers will not have a sufficient allotment to deliver 750 
bushels, even although they may have substantial 
quantities of wheat in farm storage. 


The Wheat Pools have taken the leadership in 
this matter just as they have in virtually every pro- 
posal to aid western agriculture in the past.

Beaver And Engineers 
Agree On Dam Site

Since the beginning of white settle- 
ment on this Continent the Canadian 
beaver has been recognized as one of 
the most industrious and _ intelligent | 


of animals and as possessing a con-| 
siderable degree of engineering sag: | 
acity. A reminder of this animal’s | 


skill and industry is contained in the} 
story of eight beaver trapped in 
Southern Manitoba in August, 1941, 
and moved to the Fisher River ae | 
Project Area, west of Lake Winnipeg. | 
Here they were released, more than | 
200 miles from where they were born, | 
and their movements were carefully | 
Observed. One of the eight died nl 
the remainder lost no time in begin-| 
ning a survey of the area which was! 
to be their future home. It is claimed | 
that these beaver travelled a distance ! 
of about one hundred miles up and! 
down streams, around lakes, and ; 
through the wide marshes of the area! 
before finally selecting a spot on, 
which to build their dam. 

The previous year engineers of the | 
Manitoba Government had also sur- | 
veyed the area in connection with the 
development of a wild fur rehabilita- 
tion project, and had marked a_ site 
for a control dam. The beaver, it was_ 
found, selected a spot for their dam 
less than 20 feet from where the en- 
their marking 


gineers had placed 
post. 

No matter what has been said in the | 
past or may be written in the future | 
to belittle the beaver, it will be hard | 
to convince these Government engin. | 
eers that this animal is not endowed | 
with some sort of natural engineer- 
ing skill far superior to that of most 
denizens of the wild in North Amer- 
ica, or that he does not merit the dis- 


tinction of having been chosen one of 
Canada’s National Emblems. 

It would be erroneous, of course, to 
assert that the busy beaver is always | 
active. On the contrary he knows} 
when to work and when to relax. If! 
he worked continuously from the 
spring break up until the winter | 
freeze up, he would store a great deal | 
more food than it would be possible 
for him to consume during the winter 
months. Likewise if he kept on build-' 
ing his dam he would raise the water | 
level to unnecessary heights and per- | 
haps ruin much of his food supply. |
